New materials are constantly be- 
ing uncovered and a new interpre- 
tation of these materials is con- 
stantly demanded. What we badly 
need is the place, the facilities 
and the opportunity for perform- 
ing this very necessary task. 


Center For Research 


"What we envisage is a center 


for scholarly discussion, reposi-, 
tory for Civil War memorabilia, 
and familities for research and 
interpretation. It would sponsor 
conferences 
and 
seminars 
on 


Civil War history, attracting na- 
tionally known scholars and writ- 
ers. Such gatherings would afford ] 
an opportunity for the rest of 
us who are interested and who 
realize 
the trancendent

tance of the Civil War story but 
who lack the time to dig into 
musty relics of the past. 


"In addition, this institute would 


offer a permanently safe place 
for the abundance of Civil War 
items that stiil exist today—items 
that are scattered all over the 
land in attics, closets, old trunks 
and in one instance to my knowl- 
edge in the loft of a barn.

| "Few buildings anywhere in the 


I country have a more intimate as- 
sociation with the Civil War than 
this venerable structure. Well- 
known is its role in the three ter- 
rible days of July, 1863. In a 
sense its walls were consecrated 
by the use to which the building 
was put. Tentative plans to reri- 
vate it include provision for hous- 
ing a Civil War institute. On no 
other college campus in America, 
and probably in few other com- 
munities in America, can there be 
found a building historically more 


appropriate for this purpose. 


"But this will take time and 


.•"icney. 
Meanwhile, 
the college 


is proceeding with its task of 
collecting 
and 
cataloging 
Civil 


War items. The immediate plan 
is to convert the former college 
bookstore, located at the corner of 
X. Washington and Stevens Sis., 
into a combination Civil War mu- 
seum and library. It is hoped that 
this will lead the way to expan- 
sion later on. 


"Of what advantage, if any. will 


all this be to the community of 
Gettysburg in our day? Obviously 
this is difficult to measure in dol- 
lars 
and cents, even if such 


should be the prime consideration. 
But I might point out that the 
college has sponsored three Civil 
War Conferences over the past 
three years which attracted nearly 
3,000 persons to the community 
each for a three-day period.
